M y first night in N e w York I slept in peacefulness at 
one o f the In n s— deiighllul contrast— and Irom thence re­ 
m oved to a boardm g-house w hich 1 had been recom ­ 
m ended to ,kept by a very worthy w om an o f the nam e 
o f Fortune. 
T h ere w ere som e very pleasant people 
at h erjiou se, and the standing, or rather ru n n in g , joke 
at table used to bo our good landlady’s

It was 
a word “ upon w hich the ‘ P undietis' (as Merry used 
to say) could grow very abstruse.” 
T h e fam ily w ere

Morton personified the lovers in tragedy, 
and the w hole cast ol sprightly and genteel co m ed y , in 
a style that w ould have challenged com petition in Lon­ 
don. 
lihssut and H arwood w ere the tw o com m edians, 
and both o f them extrem ely clever ; and W arren, in 
the com ic old m en, w as an actor o f superior merit. 
A m ong our fem ales w ere Mrs Merry and Mrs U ldm ixon, 
tw o actresses that the “ S tates” liavo never since seen 
equalled in their respective paths. 
T h e Corps de P al­ 
let w as under the direction o f Mr liy rn e, o f C ovcnt C ar­ 
d en , the first dancer o f celebrity that had appeared in 
A m erica ; and our m usical departm ent w as num erous 
and effective. 
It w as a com pany in fact sutficiently 
talented for an audience in London, and m uch too ex ­ 
pensive for any out o f it. 
A s our theatre w as undergoing som e repairs, w hich 
prevented our opening on the instant, Mr S oleé (the 
Charleston m anager) took advantage ol the d elay, and, 
by llod gk in son ’s authority, collected a com p any, and 
com ing down upon us, opened the w inter theatre for a 
short season ; but it w as an ineffectual attem pt. 
Our 
opening entertainm ent stam ped our reputation and se ­ 
cured attendance, though the public w ere every w ay 
inconvenienced in getting to our h ouse, and iu seeing 
the perform m ces. 
Our tragedians w ere em inently suc­ 
cessful in Julius Ciesar ; the character of the cold, 
philosophising Lirutus assim ilated m ore closely with the 
pow ers and tone o f I’em iel’s acting, than any other, 
perhaps, in the drama. 
M orton w as inim itable in C as­ 
sius, and C ooper’s oration in A n to n y , over tho body of 
('tesar, w as, and ever has been, the most perfect piece 
o f declam ation on the stage. 
C ooper w as not the actor 
at that day w hich lie has been sin ce— his talents w ere 
m ore in em bryo, and w ere o f a kind that required 
judicious experience to determ ine their ex cellen ce.— 
T im e lias done every thing in m ellow ing his con cep ­ 
tions, and refining or pruning the dram atic exuberances 
o f his youth. 
It is the m astery w hich his judgem ent 
has gained over his m ental energy and feeling, that led 
to the excellen ce lie subsequently attained, by preserv­ 
ing the just limit* o f nature from violation, and by su g­ 
gesting more correct aad extensive view s ol character. 
Exuberance in a young actor is so oiten occasioned by 
his ow n anim al spirits, that it is too com m on a fault to 
be severe upon ; but it is not every actor that is gifted 
w ith a judgm ent capable of operating upon his style to 
such a beneficial extent, as Mr C ooper’s. 
C ooper m ay 
at present*bear a favorable com parison with any trage­ 
dian on the stage. 
H is sch ool, to all appearance, w as 
that o f K em ble, and though inferior to lus great cotem ­ 
porary iu dflkts*ic, and som etim es a correct conception 
o f ch u ra ete^ a n d in the polished accom plishm ents o f a 
d eclaim er, he lias at the sam e tim e (or h ad — for I 
•peak o f the year 1 819, w hen I last played with him ) 
m ore energy, pathos, and varied expression, and is al­ 
together less cold and artificial. 
It w ere not worth 
w hile to contrast them in characters, because from what 
1 h ave said, the reader may surm ise to their dilference 
him self. 
C ooper’s .Macbeth i considered nearly on a 
par w ith K em b le’s, and his O thello only inferior to 
iiu rry’s ; hut his last scen e oi Lucius Junius Brutus 
struck me to he the fines, and m ost etlective piece of 
acting the A m erican stage had ever w itnessed. 
O n the 25lh o f A ugust, 1797, I m ade m y debut to 
an Am erican audience, in the character o f (¡oldtineh, 
and w as w arm ly received— a circum stance that I m en­ 
tion with this precision, because it is an important dale 
in these pages, and a necessary lin k in the chain ol 
m y narrative. 
T h e next evening I w as to enact Sharp 
in the laying V alet, w hen about an hour previous to 
the perform ance, i felt m yself taken ill, but w ishing to 
keep my word w ith the public, I w ent to the theatre 
uud played tho p lrt, with a physician at the w in gs, w ho 
gave m e m edicines and liquids betw een the scen es.— 
T h e reader m ay im agine this w as a curious resource, 
arid that it w as im possible 
I could have been very

ing like a m ad bull behind the scen es another.
